While the bravery 
of the regular, 
the tolunteers, and the negroes 
Is now 
In 
111" thoughts of the people, the 
brat-cr- 
y 
of the native, 
during tho 
Chll 
War, should not be forgotten. 
Gen. 
S. 
C. 
Armstrong, 
Hawaiian 
born, 
wrote 
ot the nattus 
In 
these 
words, n few jears ngo: 
"They were patriotic during tho war, 
a thousand of them could easily 
have 
been diluted for the Union army with 
out bounties, 
had not the law 
forbid- 
den Uielr leaving tho Islands. 
I found 
notcrnt of them among the negio 
regi- 
ments. 
(Gen. Armstrong 
then 
com 
manded 
negro 
forces.) 
During the 
bombardment 
of Fort Harrison, 
north 
of the James rhcr, while commanding 
a supporting brigade, 
1 heard my 
Ha- 
waiian mime, Kamaueln, 
called from a 
color guard, 
and looking down saW.n 
smiling 
Kanaka, a corporal, 
who had 
recognized me 
as cool as a cucumber. 
Another turned up as a luMuVuiirters 
orderly 
holding 
my horse. 
I lead, In 
nu account of the natal hind attack on 
Fort Fisher, that among the first 
acu- 
men to volunteer 
for the deadly 
work 
were 
two 
Hawaiian 
sailors. 
TJiey 
wcie all good soldiers; like the negro, 
they are noble under leadership, 
often 
wonderful 
In emergencies." 
Tho presence of ,so many natives In 
the 
Union army is accounted 
for in 
this way: 
Tho President had cillcd 
for volunteers 
for tho navy In 
1SCL'. 
The eea coast towns and cities quickly 
responded. 
Now llcdford, 
Mass., sent 
a large number.

Hawaii-an- s 
for many 
years 
had shipped 
on 
the Now Bedford whalers, and u native 
face was common on the streets ot that 
city. 
A considerable 
number,

1SG2 tho enthusiasm for the

of their own accord, whether they have 
bcrved as soldiers or not, and to oxtend 
tho privilege 
for future 
generations. 
Tho 
Government, 
however, 
declares 
most emphatically that this would bo 
an Injustice 
to 
dutiful 
subjects, 
and 
that a German 
who will not perform 
tho duties of 
Germans 
citizenship 
is 
not worthy 
of Its privileges.
